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miniſters, or drivers, ſhall demand of the owners of every ſuch hog ſo taken at large, ui pence : which if he refuſe preſently to pay to 
the foreſaid pounders or drivers, then the ſaid pounders, officers, or miniſters, and other perſon, ſhall make complaint of the offenders or 
owners, to the competent Judge; who ſhall convent ſuch owner of ſuch hog or hogs before him, and there adjudge him to pay the fore- 
ſaid ſumme of iiii pence, and ſuch other charges, as by the ſaid competent Judge ſhall be taxed; which if he refuſe to do, then to com- 
mit him to ward, there to remain till he ſubmit himſelf to ſuch judgement. | | 

9 That no perſon, owner or tenant , ſhall lay, or cauſeto be laid, any dead beaſt, or the garbage thereof, or any dog, hog, cat, rat, 
fowl, vermine, or fiſh, as carrion; or any dung, or filth, in any common ſtreet, lane, cr Church-yard within this Town, of any other place, 
within the compaſſe of one quarter of a mile of the Town; upon pain of iii ſhillings iiii pence for eyery default. | 

10 That no ſuch perfono—in element prevenkerarrivkcumntvactyfirtcrany cad carrion toe in any lane or ſtreet, before his doore 
or ground, where he is charged to pave or gravell; but ſhall either bury it within his own ground three foot deep, or three foot deep 
within the ground where the common dung-hills be appointed, or other place further from rhe Town, within ftx houres afterit is known 
to ſuch perſons as are charged with the ſaid paving or gravelling; uponpain of iii ſhillings iiii pence for every default: or elſe ſhall within 
the ſaid time detetunto his competent Judge herein the partie by whom that was there Jaid. But if the partie which did there lay it, or 
cauſe it thereto be laid, be not known within the ſaid time, yet afterwards is known), then the offender to forteit, and pay unto him that 
is charged with ſuch paving or gravelling, where ſuch dead beaſt or carrion was laid, vi ſhillings viii pence. 

x11 That no perſon ſweep into any chanel withinthis Town, any durt, duſt, or other filth whatſoever; upon pain of iii ſhill. jiii pence; 

12 That no perſon do by any means annoy the new current of water brought to this Town, or ſweep into the ſame, or the chanels, or 
other paſſages where the ſaid water doth runne, or hath his courſe, any durt, duſt, muck, or other filth; nor caſt therein, or into the com- 
mon rivers any manner of dead beaſt,dogs, hogs, cats, ras, fowl, fiſh, vermine, orother carrion,or any garbage,durt, duſt, or other rubbiſh 
whatſoever, orlay any ſuch there; upon pain of vi ſhillings viii pence for every offence. 

13 That no perſons waſh any bucks or clothes in any ſtreet, lanes, or common wharfs of this Town, except by the main rivers fide, up- 
on pain of iii ſhillings iiii pence for every buck of clothes ſo waſhed : nor ſhall hang any clothes to drie upon any lines or poles in any 
Church-yard, or ſtreets within this Town: nor ſhall hang or lay any fiſh, skins, bedding, apparell, haires, or ſuch other like things upon 
o walls of any Church, or Church-yard, payls, rayls of any bridge, or ſhambles, upon the like pain of vi ſhillings viii pence for every 
offence. | $ 
. 14 That every Inhabitant in this Town do every fourth night hang out candle and lanthorn before his doore, from five of the clock in 
the evening untill the bell harh done ringing eight: and for the more convenient ordering hereof, we will that they take due courſe wirh 
their next neighbours, that by turns cvery night every fourth houſe have a candle light the ſaid houres, untill fourteen dayes after Candle. 
mas next. | | 
+ T5. That noperfon burn in his houſeany ſhreds of cloth, or leather, or hoofs of beaſts which ſhall be offenſive to his neighbour; upon 
pain of iii ſhillings 11ii pence. | 

16 Thatthe Parents, Guardians, Governours, Maſters, ind Miſtreſſes ſhall anſwer the penalties for the offences above ſpecified,for their 
children, ſervants, wards, and others being commonly coverſaat or refident in his or their houſe or houſes, | 

17 That all forfeits and penalties above mentioned, which are not by the foreſaid compoſition otherwiſe applied, ſhall be diſtribu- 
ted, and limited to ſuchuſe and uſes, as by the Vicechancellour and Maior of this Univerſitic and Town ſhall be appointed. | 

18 That all offences and offenders in the premiſes ſhall be puniſhed before their ſeverall competent Judges, and compelled to ſubmic 
themſelves to ſuch cenſure, vi, if he or they be a Scholar ſervant , before the Vicechancellour ; if a Burgeſſe or Farmer, before the 
Maior or his Deputie. 


3 Thar this Order be not prejudicial to either Bodie; in regard of any priviledge or libertie heretofore granted to them or either
